Upstage  left  is  the  prisoner's  dock- 
et. Court  has  convened.  The  clerk 
stands,  clears  his  throat,  and  in  a  mumb- 
ling voice  drones  out  a  few  of  the  cases 
that  are  to  be  continued.  He  reads  them 
first  by  number  and  then  by  name: 

Clerk:  No.  23258  4/100.  The  people 
vs.  Edwin  Neally.  E.  Neally,  defendant. 
Charge — that  the  defendant,  by  his  new 
invention,  a  wireless,  soundless  radio,  has 
caused  the  insanity  of  three  people.  Con- 
tinued to  Feb.  8,   1940. 

No.  555  1/9.  Miss  Olga  DellaChiesa, 
designer  of  the  Laitine  dressmaking  estab- 
lishment, representing  Helen  Laitine,  head 
of  the  establishment,  vs.  Edith  Ekroth, 
manager  of  the  Paper  Bead  Factory.  Con- 
tinued to  Feb.  8,   1940. 

No.  555  2/9.  Mr.  James  McTear  vs. 
Jesse  James  Co.,  on  charge  of  plagiarism. 
Continued  to  Feb.  8,  1940. 

No.  1066  1/3.    Dorothy  Berwick,  prin- 


cipal of  Quincy  High  School,  vs.  Flora 
Ross,  truant  officer.  Charge:  Cruel  treat- 
ment of  children  in  general  and  of  one 
Mehitable  Berwick  in  particular.  Is  the 
plaintiff  present? 

Miss  Berwick:     Present. 

Sergeant-at-Arms:  Step  up  there, 
now.  We  haven't  any  time  to  waste  on 
school  ma'ms. 

Clerk:  Do  you  solemnly  swear  that 
all  the  testimony  which  you  give  to  this 
court  is  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and 
nothing  but  the  truth: 

Miss  B:     I  do. 

Judge:  (A  fat,  fierce-looking  individ- 
ual with  ivild  gray  hair  and  a  red  nose) 
Well,  what  have  you  got  to  say:  Make 
it  short.     The  court  is  tired. 

Miss  B:  I  wish  to  obtain  an  injunc- 
tion against  Miss  Ross,  to  compel  her  to 
refrain  from  her  cruel  and  abusive  meth- 
ods of  correction.  Why,  she  sent  my  little 
niece  to  reform  school  for  playing  truant 
just  once.  I  was  talking  with  Charles 
Ross,  her  teacher,  and  he  said  that  little 
Mehitable  is  an  honor  pupil  and  can  af- 
ford to  play  truant  once  in  a  while.  She 
sent  away  Junior  Fitch,  Ralph  Fitch's 
son,  too,  for  no  reason  at  all,  and  Ralph 
has  done  so  much  for  the  school.  He's  a 
construction  engineer  and  has  repaired 
the  leak  that  has  been  so  long  in  the  roof 
over  the  stage. 

Judge:  So  you're  from  Quincy  High, 
are  you?  Do  you  happen  to  know  what 
Ruth  Nagle  is  doing  now?  We  were  old 
friends. 

Miss  B:  Oh,  yes!  Ruth  Nagle  and 
Ella  Lundberg  are  movie  censors.  And 
perhaps  you  know  that  Agnes  Martin  is 
the  tennis  champion  of  Post  Island,  and 
her  chum,  Millie  Fitts,  is  a  successful  mer- 
chant and  intends  to  run  for  president. 
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They  were  both  in  Ruth's  class. 

Judge:  Is  that  so?  Well,  now,  the 
world's  a  small  place  after  all.  (Suddenly 
remembering  that  he  should  be  pompous) 
But  come,  come,  this  talk  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  case.  Have  you  any  wit- 
nesses? 

Miss  B:  Well,  I  did  have  one,  Ralph 
Richardson,  the  retired  millionaire  brick- 
layer, but  he  had  to  attend  a  meeting  of 
the  Teachers'  Association  where  Leroy 
Chapman  is  going  to  lecture  on  his  latest 
book,  "Why  Teachers  Teach." 

Judge:  Well,  that  will  do  then.  I 
guess  the  court  can  award  you  an  injunc- 
tion against  Miss  Ross.  She  does  seem 
too  strict.     Xext  case! 

Clerk:  Xo.  1034  5/8.  Evelyn  Hough- 
ton vs.  Robert  Mowbray.  Defendant: 
Miss  E.  Houghton.  Charge:  Breach  of 
contract.    Is  the  defendant  present? 

Miss  H:  Yes,  I'm  here.  Just  a  sec. 
(Business  of  pozvdering  nose). 

Sergeant- at- Arms:  (An  enormous  in- 
dividual with  grayish  hair  and  a  perpetual, 
frozen).  Step  up  there,  never  mind  the 
explosive.  This  isn't  a  munition  factory. 
Miss  H:  What'll  I  do? 
Clerk:  What  do  you  say  to  this 
complaint?  Do  you  wish  to  testify,  or 
have  you  any  witnesses? 

Miss  H:  Oh,  I've  a  lot  to  say,  but 
Celeste,  my  French  maid,  will  say  a  few 
words  first.  She  can't  speak  English 
though.  You'll  have  to  get  an  interpreter. 
Judge:  That's  all  right.  The  clerk 
understands  French.     Call  her  up. 

Celeste:  (A  dark-haired  French  girl) 
Que  voulez-vous? 

Clerk:  Gue  savez-vous  de  cette  af- 
faire? 

Celeste:  Je  n'en  sais  rien.  Madem- 
oiselle, elle  a  pris  l'amour  pour  M.  Rus- 
sell Milford  qui  est  Pinventeur  de  la  soupe 
sans  bruit  et  voila — elle  s'en  va  au  theatre. 
(Clerk  repeats  in  English  what  Celeste 
says  and  then  tells  her  in  French  to  con- 
tinue.)    Continuez,  Mademoiselle. 

Celeste:  Eh,  bien,  George  McWill- 
iam,  le  gardien  de  la  paix,  y  va  pour 
donne  a  mademoiselle  un  papeir  qui  dit 
qu'il  lui  faut  venir  au  trubunal.  Madem- 
oiselle deviens  furieuse.  Elle  frappe  le 
monsieur  au  visage.  Voila  tout  ce  que  je 
sais. 


(Clerk  repeats  above  in  English) 
Judge:     Ask  her  how  she  knows  that 
the  mademoiselle  loves  this  fellow? 

Clerk:  Comment  savez-vous  que 
mademoiselle  aime  ce  monsieur? 

Celeste:     Viola    MacArthur    m'a    dit 
cela.    Elle  vend  des  noisettes  aux  jeux  de 
bals,  et  elle  les  y  vus  ensemble. 
(Clerk  repeats  above  in  English) 
Judge:     That  will  do.     Xow  call  Miss 
Houghton  to  the  stand. 

Clerk:  C'est  tout.  Allez  a  votre 
place.  (Celeste  goes  dozvn  to  the  audi- 
ence.    The  clerk  seats  himself). 

Miss  H:  Well,  shall  I  tell  you  my 
life's  history  now? 

Judge:  (gruffly)  That  will  do,  Miss 
H.  This  is  not  a  place  for  levity.  Is  it 
true  that  you  left  the  stage  simplv  be- 
cause you  fell  in  love  with  a  young  man? 
Miss  H:  Of  course  not.  That  cat  of 
a  Celeste  never  tells  the  truth.  She  ought 
to  be  selling  guinea  pigs  down  on  Merle 
Gardner's  guinea  pig  farm. 

Judge:  Did  you  leave  the  company? 
Miss  H:  Sure,  I  wasn't  going  to  stay 
with  any  company  that  had  squeaky 
chairs  in  their  dressing  rooms.  W  hy,  that 
chair  in  my  dressing  room  used  to  drive 
me  crazy,  and  they  wouldn't  fix  it. 

Judge:     Was  there  any  written  agree- 
ment or  contract? 

Miss  H:  Oh,  I  don't  know.  I  guess 
so.  But  that  doesn't  make  any  difference. 
I  just  changed  my  mind.  You  see,  I  used 
to  work  in  an  office,  and  had  a  hard  time 
keeping  the  door  shut  on  the  wolf.  Well, 
one  dav  I  met  Helen  Bahr.  She's  an 
animal  trainer  with  Ringling  Bros.,  and 
oh — Verda  Benn  is  a  trapeze  performer 
with  that  circus,  too.  Did  you  know 
Verda?  What  was  I  saying?  Oh,  yes. 
Well,  Helen  got  me  a  job  in  Bob  Mow- 
brav's  new  musical  comedv,  the  "Down- 
fall'of  Dolly  O'Donnell."  Bob's  a  second 
Geo.  M.  Cohan  now.  Anyway,  I  was  so 
good  that  he  gave  me  the  leading  role,  and 
who  do  you  suppose  was  in  the  chorus? 
Aili  Kujala,  Annie  Lubarsky,  Mary  Ross, 
and  Aili  Puskala,  my  old  friends  at  Quincy 
High.  Who'd  have  thought  they'd  be 
chorus  girls! 

Judge:  (very,  sternly)  Well.  Miss 
Houghton,  I  didn't  ask  for  your  life's  his- 
torv.    I  just  wanted  the  facts  in  this  case. 
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As  far  as  I  can  see,  you  certainly  broke 
your  contract. 

Miss  H:  (beginning  to  sniffle)  Oh, 
dear!  I  wish  I  were  in  the  old  maid's 
home  with  Madeline  Donahue. 

Judge:  Have- you  anything  further  to 
say?  If  not,  you  may  leave  the  stand. 
(She  leaves  and  stands  near  the  Sergeant- 
at- Arms'  desk). 

Clerk:  (after  conferring  with  Judge) 
No.  1034  5/8.  Miss  E.  Houghton  vs. 
Robert  Mowbray.  Defendant:  Miss  E. 
Houghton.  Charge:  Breach  of  contract. 
On  a  plea  of  not  guilty,  the  court  finds 
the  defendant  guilty  and  awards  the  plain- 
tiff $500  damages. 

Miss  H:  Oh,  you  cross-eyed,  double 
chinned,  cheap  imitation  of  a  Judge!  I'd 
like  to — 

Judge:  (roaring)  Silence!  You  are 
fined  $10  for  contempt  of  court. 

Sergeant-at-Arms:  Pay  here.  (Gives 
her  a  fierce  look).  Miss  Houghton  slams 
doiun  the  fine,  and  flounces  out  of  court. 

Clerk:  No.  3,333.  Gertrude  Svard 
vs.  Malcolm  Vere  de  Vere.  Gertrude 
Svard  sues  for  damages  for  her  automo- 
bile, which  automobile,  to  wit,  was  wil- 
fully injured  by  the  said  Malcolm  Vere 
de  Vere.  Are  the  plaintiff  and  the  defend- 
ant  present? 

Gertrude  Svard:     Present. 

M.  Vere  de  Vere:     Here. 

Clerk:  Both  the  plaintiff  and  the  de- 
fendant are  present.  Defendant,  take  the 
stand. 

(M.  V ere  de  V ere  takes  the  stand  and 
holds  up  left  hand  when  taking  oath.) 

Clerk:     What  is  your  name? 

V.  de  V.:     Malcolm  Vere  de  Vere. 

Clerk:     What  is  your  occupation? 

V7.  de  V:.     Acting. 

Judge:     Give  your  version  of  the  story. 

V.  de  V.:  Well,  you  see  it  was  this 
way,  your  Honor.  I  wanted  to  practise 
some  daredevil  stunts  for  my  next  picture, 
"Down  from  the  Blue,  Blue  Sky." 

Judge:     Yes,  yes,  (impatiently)  go  on. 

V.  de  V.:  I'm  going  to  play  opposite 
lone  Higgins.     (He  pauses  for  effect). 

Judge:  I  haven't  the  honor  of  the 
lady's  acquaintance.     Go  on! 

V.  de  V. :     Well — I  went  up  into  the t 
air  with  my  mechanic,  Arthur  Weidman, 
and   everything   seemed   to  be    all   right, 


but  just  when  we  flew  by  the  church  on 
Quincy  Square,  I  saw  a  steeplejack  work- 
ing on  the  steeple.  They  told  me  after- 
wards that  it  was  Edwin  Jacobson.  I 
didn't  know  he'd  risen  so  high  in  the 
world — just  when  we  flew  by,  the  ground 
came  right  up  to  meet  us.  I  took  my 
courage  in  my  hands  and  jumped.  I 
landed  on  a  sedan's  roof.  Fortunately 
nothing  was  hurt  but  the  sedan.  Then 
that  woman  (glancing  at  her)  wanted 
damages  (louder)  damages!  (with  in- 
creased irritation)  damages!!  As  if  it 
were  my  fault.  If  you  asked  me,  I'd  say 
it  was  all  due  to  the  law  of  gravitation. 

Judge:  Are  you  sure  it  wasn't  your 
fault? 

V.  de  V.:  (with  virtuous  indignation) 
Am  I  sure  it  wasn't  my  fault?  (Then 
hopelessly)  Listen  to  the  man  talk!  Let 
me  tell  you,  I  had  the  best  teacher  in 
the  United  States,  Agnes  Gustafson,  to 
teach  me  how  to  drive  an  airplane,  and — 

Judge:     Were  you  in  a  fit  condition? 

V.  de  V.:  Was  I  in  fit  condition? 
Listen 

Judge:  What  did  you  do  before  going 
up? 

V.  de  V. :  I  went  to  a  concert  and  I 
heard  Sarah  Couch  sing.  Say,  did  you 
ever  hear  her?  She's  some  sweet  song 
bird.  Honestly,  Judge,  there  was  a  tear 
in  my  eye  when  she  sang  the  "Old  Famil- 
iar Woodshed."  And  Phyllis  Mosman; 
she's  that  famous  pianist  who  goes  in  for 
this  modern  stuff,  you  know — "A  Storm 
in  my  Soul,"  and  "Years  and  Years  Ago." 
How  does  that  go?  (He  sings  softly). 

Years  and  years  ago. 
Where  the  soft  winds  blow 
On  the  Nile, 

You  were  Anthony,  my  love, 
Cleopatra — 

Judge:     Where  else  did  you  go? 

V.  de  V.:  What's  the  idea,  you  don't 
think  the  concert  or  something  affected 
me,  do  you? 

Judge:     Where  else  did  you  go? 

V.  de  V.:  I  heard  a  talk  by  Alice 
Gray,  the  world-famed  mountain  climber, 
and  then-er  (he  is  visibly  embarrassed) 
and  then  I — er — I  went  to  Dorothy  B ni- 
ton's office.  She  gives  advice  to  the  love- 
lorn. 
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Judge:  (coughing  discreetly)  That 
will  do.  Plaintiff  take  the  stand.  (Clerk 
swears  in  Gertrude  Svard). 

Clerk:       Your  name? 

G.  S.:     Gertrude  Svard. 

Clerk:     What  is  your  occupation: 

G.  S.:     Traveler  and  lecturer. 

Judge:     State  your  version  of  the  case. 

G.  S.:  It  happened  this  way.  I  left 
my  car  outside  Eleanor  Poulin's  Photog- 
raphy shop  for  babies.  Then  I  went  to 
Marcia  \  an  Stry,  the  public  stenographer, 
and  had  her  typewrite  a  letter  to  Leonora 
Colombo,  who  runs  a  quick  lunch  room 
in  the  South  Sea  Isles  among  the  canni- 
bals. Then  I  met  Alice  Goodspeed,  the 
highest  paid  vaudeville  actress  in  the 
world.  We  talked  a  little,  while  about 
Anna  Eovacious.  She's  a  famous  explorer 
and  she  was  the  first  woman  to  visit  the 
South  Pole.  When  I  reached  the  door, 
Alice  called  out  and  asked  me  if  I  knew 
that  Clara  Zottoli  had  married  a  titled 
foreigner.     I  was  so  surprised,  I 

Judge:  Yes,  of  course,  what  happened 
next ? 

G.  S.:  I  was  just  in  time  to  see  our 
eloquent  orator  and  eminent  governor, 
Honorable  Ermanno  Basilio,  helping  that 


man  (with  a  glance  of  withering  scorn) 
from  the  roof.  The  roof  was  hopelessly 
smashed  up,  and  it's  a  Merchant  Sedan, 
too,  made  right  here  in  Quincy  by  Everett 
Merchant.  Ermanno  said,  "see  what's 
dropped  from  the  sky  for  you."  I  was 
very  angry  and  if  he  had  not  been  a  class- 
mate of  mine  in  that  wonderful  class  of 
'24 

\  .  de  V.:  Class  of  '24!  Say,  you  aren't 
Gertie,  are  your 

G.  S.:  1  es,  but  you  can't  be  Lawrence 
Smyth.     I  thought  you  said  your  name — 

V.  de  V.:  Oh,  that's  only  my  stage 
name. 

G.  S.:  How  you  have  changed,  Law- 
rence! 

V.  de  \  . :  To  think  of  meeting  you 
here ! 

Judge:  The  case  is  dismissed.  (G.  S. 
and  V.  de  V .  start  out  talking) 

G.  S.:  I  didn't  know  you  were  an 
actor.  Do  you  suppose  there  is  any  chance 
for  me  in  the  movies: 

V.  de  V.:  Sure!  I'll  speak  to  my  di- 
rector, Harold  Mason,  about  you.  But 
first  you'd  better  see  Maria  Edmonston. 
She's  a  teacher  of  aesthetic  dancing,  and 
(they  go  out). 


ACT  II. 


Judge:     Xext  case. 

Clerk  :  Xo.  999,999  Catherine  Dono- 
van, representing  the  Donovan  &  Ken- 
nedy Dry  Goods  Co.,  vs.  Theodore  Gui- 
nan,  representing  himself  as  building 
mover. 

Serge  axt-at-Arms  :  Step  lively !  Right 
this  way,  please.  (People  concerned  step 
forward  and  Miss  Donovan  takes  witness 
stand). 

Clerk:  Do  you  solemnly  swear  to  tell 
the  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth? 

(Miss  D.  nods.     Clerk  sits  down.) 

Judge:  Have  you  at  any  time  had 
conversation  with  Mr.  Guinan  concerning 
the  moving  of  your  shop  in  Houghs  Neck? 

Miss  D:  (haughtily)  Indeed  I  have. 

Judge:     Well,  give  us  the  gist  of  it. 

Miss  D.:  I  called  Mr.  Guinan  to  my 
office  to  talk  with  him  about  moving  my 
little  shop  on  Sea  Street.  The  Eastmans 
live  across  the  street  from  me,  and,  as 
Miss  Eleanor  Eastman  is  the  dog  fancier 


of  this  city,  her  dear  little  pets  (sarcasti- 
cally) yowl  all  night  long.  I  told  her  that 
if  she  didn't  want  me  to  come  over  some 
night  and  shoot  them  all  up  (getting  ex- 
cited) she'd  better — 

Judge:  (interrupting)  Never  mind 
that!    It  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case. 

MissD.:     But  I  tell  you  that — 

Judge:  (rapping  on  desk)  Just  a 
minute.  Relate  your  conversation  with 
Mr.  Guinan  and  that  only. 

Miss  D.:  (rapidly)  I  said  to  him, 
"Will  you  move  my  shop  to  134  Bird 
Street?  I'll  give  you  $50  for  the  job. 
Here  is  my  note  due  Friday,  July  13. 
Take  it  or  leave  it."  He  said,  "I'll  take 
it." 

Judge:     Are  you  sure? 

Miss  D.:  Sure,  I'm  sure.  Why,  that 
was  the  day  that  Edith  Miller,  the  cele- 
brated artist,  came  to  see  me  and  brought 
along  Yelma  Herrick,  who  is  teaching  all 
the  new  dances. 
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Judge:  And  when  July  13  came  why 
did  you  not  pay  the  note: 

Miss  D.:  (heatedly)  Do  you  think  I 
would  pay  for  moving  my  shop  when  that 
man  {glancing  scornfully  at  G.)  left  it  in 
the  middle  of  Bird  Street  for  five  days? 
Well,  I  guess  not! 

Judge:  But  the  law  says  that  that 
note  must  be  paid. 

Miss  D.:  But  the  law  says  that  that 
man  must  accomplish  his  job.  How  do 
you  think  I  enjoy  having  my  shop  in  the 
middle  of  the  street  where  all  the  society 
women,  especially  Miss  Barbara  Dana, 
the  leading  social  hostess  of  the  day,  sail 
by  in  their  hydroplanes  and  look  down 
on  it;     Why — 

Judge:  That's  enough.  (Miss  D.  sits 
down.  Guinan  takes  stand  and  clerk 
szvears  him  in.)  (to  Guinan)  You  agreed 
to  move  this  shop  from  Sea  Street  to  Bird 
Street  upon  receipt  of  Miss  Donovan's 
note.     Is  that  true? 

Guinan:     Yes,  sir,  that  is  right. 

Judge:  Why  did  you  not  fulfill  your 
part  of  the  obligation? 

G.:  (hesitating)  Well,  er — er — ah — 
you — see — ah — 

Judge:      (crisply)     Out  with  it. 

G.:  Well,  to  cut  it  short — I  was  ar- 
rested here  for — for  confiscating  a  sub- 
marine belonging  to  John  Ghigli,  the  fa- 
mous inventor  of  the  air-tight  submarine. 
I — er — was  detained  here  for  three  days 
and,  when  I  was  released  on  the  15th  of 
July,  this  lady  refused  to  give  me  the 
money.  Consequently,  I  refused  to  move 
the  house  and  (loudly)  it  shall  not  go  an- 
other inch  until  that  money  is  right  here — 
(patting  his  pocket). 

Judge:  What  did  you  say  to  Miss  D. 
when  she  did  not  pay  the  money? 

G.:  Well,  among  other  things  I  told 
her  that,  since  we  had  been  classmates 
in  Quincy  High,  I  would  bring  the  matter 
to  court  instead  of  breaking  into  her  house 
and  getting  the  money  that  way.
